Alameda County Supervisor 
Joseph Bort has charged that ev- 
ery month’s delay in squaring 
away Bay Area Rapid Transit 
District’s financial problems is 
ecsting texpeyers of the three- 
county district $2 million. 

The supervisors followed this 
warning by voting 3-1 to support 
legislation to raise Bay Bridge 
, tolls to 50 cents to help finance 
the deficit. 


Bort pointed out that BART is 
estimated to be $145 million short 
of enough to complete building 
the system. Because of inter-re- 
lation between contracts — sta- 
tion-to-station, line to station, lay- 
ing of tracks on the completed 
roadbed—BART-~ cannot let the 
last $300 million in eontraets un- 
til it is assured of the $145 mil- 
lion shortage, Taking an infla- 
tionary factor of five per cent 
per year (and this is conservative 
for 1968) each month's delay in 
letting these contracts cost $1,- 
250,000 more.

The Jumping Frog Jubillee of 1865 


Made Famous by Mark Twain 


It was in the summer of 1865 that the first Jump- 
ing Frog Jubilee was held in Angels Camp, or the 
entire world. Angels Camp, the metropolis of Cala- 
veras County, California, was in that year a booming, 
roaring mining and frontier camp. There were 
hundreds of grizzly miners, who besides looking for 
the elustve yellow metal, also sought any and every 
kind of amusement. They were a sporty lot and 
would make a wager on anything, anytime, or any- 
way. There were numerous saloons, dance halls 
and gambling dens in the town. 

At this time the roads were bad, travel was slow, 
in order to make a trip of a dozen miles, it required 
much préparation and time, and consequently the 
miners did not often leave town to seek amusement. 

It was at this time that the miners followed the 
most unique sport of frog jumping or frog racing. 
Several of the miners had their own frog ponds or 
stables where they spent many long days training 
their jumpers. At regular intervals, a frog jumping 
or frog racing event was held, in which large sums 
of money was staked. Small fortunes were won and 
lost by. the hop of a frog. 

Jim Smiley, a local gambler, whom Mark Twain 
made famous, was the owner of the best jumper in 
Calaveras County. Jim used to parade around the 
streets’ With his frog in a basket under his arm, 
boasting of the ability of his particular frog. 

About this time two slickers from the Bowery of 
New York arrived in town presumably a few days 
ahead of the sheriff of a neighboring county. These 
two boys were all that their make-up implied. They, 
in the course of their hounds of the gambling halls, 
ran into Jim Smiley, who was proudly exhibiting his 
jumping frog. After listening for some time to the 
‘boastful Smiley concerning the feats of his frog, Pete 


Stag and Jimmy Ludren, who were the boys from 
New York, began ta make light of the Smiley frog. 
After some arguments Stag or Ludren remarked that 
he didn’t see anything about that frog that was any 
better than any ordinary frog. In fact, according to 
the New Yorkers they could catch any ol’ frog from 
the town cistern that would beat Smiley’s frog. That 
was too much for Smiley, the bet was on and a frog 
jumping contest was to take place at once. 

It was agreed that Smiley was to do down to the 
cistern and brink back ‘‘most any ol’ frog” that he 
could cateh and that the Bowery boys would enter it 
in the race, The news of the contest spread. Several 
thousand dollars were staked by the two slickers. 
The town populace, knowing the jumping ability of 
Smiley’s frog were easy marks for the two boys. 
Smiley left his frog in the care of the strangers while 
he was off to catch the ‘‘ordinary frog”’ that the boys 
had staked their money on. 

While he was gone for the frog, Ludren or Stag 
went across the street to the old Scribner store and 
purchased some buck shot and proceeded to fill the 
famous jumper full. When Smiley returned and the 
race Was on, poor Daniel, as Smiley’s frog was called, 
being loaded with shot could not budge. The Bowery 
boys collected their money and headed for parts un- 
known before it became known that poor Daniel was 
more than half shot. 

Mark Twain, the famous American humorist who 
lived at the Mark Twain cabin on Jackass Hill, made 
regular trips to Angels and Calaveras County. He 
stopped at the Angels hotel, where Ross Coon, the 
proprietor related to him the story of the framed 
jumping frog contest. Twain, sensing the humor of

UC Symposium 





“Government, Politics and 
Prejudice” was the topic dis- 
cussed at the centennial sym- 
posium recently at the Univers- 
ity of California. 

Thirty Albany High school 
seniors attended the lectures, 
which included talks by Seymour 
Martin Lipset, Professor of So- 
cial Relations at Harvard Uni- 
versity; Richard Hatcher, Mayor 
of Gary, Ind.; Wilmont Sweeney, 
attorney and Berkeley Council- 
man; Herman Gallegos, consult-, 
ant for the Ford Foundation, and 


sor of Sociology, University of 
California, Berkeley. 

Albany High Social Science 
téacher Harold Kushins orga- 
nized the trip to Cal for the stu- 
dents, because he thought it 
would be interesting for them to 
hear different points of view 
abotu a topic which senior gov- 
ernment students will be discus- 
sing in their classes. 

Seymore Lipset began the lec- 
tures by taking an historical ap- 
proach to prejudices and discus- 
sing the past prejudices of our 
country, and Richard Hatcher 
followed with a discussion on the 
need for Americans to realize the 
extent of the Negro problem, He 
said that America needs to com- 
mit tiself to doing. something 
about the problem. 

Wilmont Sweeney talked about 
the problem of the politician who 
wants to do the “right” thing 
concerning prejudice but also 
wants to remain in office. 

The Mexican-American prob- 
lem and how it is ignored was 
the topic of Herman Gallegos’ 
talk, and he stated that like the 
Negro, the Mexican-American is 
beginning to unite and not only 
request but demand rights. 

Robert Blauner’s talk centered 
around the idea that it is diffi- 
cult to make a comparison be- 
tween other minority groups and 
the Negro because there are dif- 
ferences. He said that the Negro 
does not control his own areas 
and that he has always been con- 
sidered inferior in this country. 

According to Kushins, the ex- 
cursion was a success for the Al- 
bany students. “I thought the 
lectures made the students much 
more aware of some different 
viewpoints on prejudice. I’m 
sorry I could only take 30 stu- 
dents; I would love to take every- 
body.”

The Lively Art of Leasing 


If that old abstract on the wail 
is getting you down, relax. 

Theré ate special firiis Which 
will get you a new oné on the 
leasing plan. You may also lease 
shrubs for your yard or new 
draperiés for yotir home, all ac- 
cording to Specifications . 

And just in ease youre looking 
ahead to bigger things, you 
might consider 4 bratid new off 
shoté oil rig or a Shiny néw fire 
engine. As an individual you 
may never feed atiy of these 
items, but they’re there for the 
leasing just the same—of all 
places, at a bank. 

An unusual arrangement? Not 
nearly so much as might seem. 

Bank of America discloses that 
it has on file leases that cover 
everything from super jets and 
railway flatcars to ice cream 
makers. And if you think a re- 
quest for an ice cream maker 
sounds a bit daffy. in your bank- 
er’s office on a Monday morning, 
try sounding him out on a Chi- 
nese fortune cookie machine, a 
garbage truck, or a ham injector 
to speed the aging process of 
ham. Don’t be too surprised, 
though, if that banker turns out 
to have as much imagination as 
you think you have. 

Ten years ago the average per- 
son’s experience with leasing was 
mostly confined to cars or freez- 
ers, or a “tux” for that night 
on the town. Most people prob- 
ably still have this image of 
leasing, except that in little more 
than a decade leasing has become 
a complex, but flexible and high- 
ly sophisticated tool of corporate 
management. And while in the 
past the leasing industry thrived 
on its ability to make money on 
ears, trucks, and computers, 
leasing firms now stand ready to 
meet customer requests for other 
equipment as well. 

“Our decision in 1963 to di- 
rectly enter the equipment leas- 
ing field was a natural outgrowth 
of providing the financial serv- 
ices necessary to support the op- 
eration of a modern business en- 
terprise,’ says William McAuley, 
manager of the bank’s Albany 
branch. 

Explains Ray J. Timmerman, 
vice president of Bank of Amer- 
ica’s Equipment Finance and 
Leasing department, ‘Some of 
the requests may seem a little 
offbeat when compared to con- 
ventional leasing transactions, 
but the only thing that really 
matters to a banker is the appli- 
cant’s credit and that the deal 
makes sense.”’ 

Thus the bank leased some 
furnishings to a West Coast res- 
taurant chain executive for some 
dwellings in Arizona. Soon he 
was back to lease air-condition- 
ing units for a group of private- 
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pating appliance deal 


ly bwhed restatirahts on Southern 
California. Not) long after he 
Was back at the bank again and 
this time wanted B of A to lease 


him a $150,000 plane, to start a’ 


small air service in Colorado. 
Finally, his company leased a 
$700,000 Lear jet to be used spe- 
cially for executives of the res- 
taurant chain. 

The main advantage of leasing, 
according to Tirminerman, is that 


leasing offers a flexible means} 
of obtaining costly equipment; it} 


conserves a firm’s capital and can 
result in possible tax savings. He 
éstimates that some 10 per cent 
of the nation’s two million rail- 
way freight cars are under lease. 
Major airlines too have taken ad- 
vantage of leasing possibilities in 
acquiring new jet fleets. 

B of A was the first major 
national bank to enter the direct 
leasing field in 1963 and over a

some $180 million in personal 
property at the request of custo- 
mers. All of which
